1. By the Prodence and Moderation of 
the Presbyterians of the Church, as 
well Minifters as People, the Baemy 
who promifed themfcives great Mat- 
ters, from the Hopes of pufhisg the 
Presbyterians upon Excefles and Ta- 
multuous Proceedings, (ball be effcétu- 
ally difappointed, and to their great 
Mortification, they fhall not fee a 
Breach io their Datyto the Queen’ 
tho’ Breaches may be made upon them 
im their ‘Civil and Religious Rites. 


This will entirely break that Scheme, by 
which the Ruig of the Charch of Scotland 
was contriv’d, viz.

Presbyteritns are too Loyal, too Faithful, 
and too much the Friends cf her Majefiy’s 
Intereft, to open a Dues for « Facobite &- 
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a They will uot take the Oaths tothe ruption, tho’ they groan under- Grieven- 


ces fufficient to provoke even Nature itfelf 
#0 Rebel ugainft Privciple, a8 the High. 
Church-Men faid of themlelves. 


2. The Ficobite Epifeopal Diffenters, he- 
ing aow under 4 Church of England Law 
and Government, exprelly prohibited 
that Liberty which they peaceably en- 
py under a Presbyterian Government, 

f they Xifobey aad refufg the Oathi, 
or to pray for the Queen, as they cer- 
tainly do and will, they are to be Pro- 
fecuted, their Meetings are to be thet 
up, and they are forbid or Prohibited 
the Exercife of their Worfhip—- Aad 
What is the Confequence of this ? 
Who is to be their Profecutor ? Not 
the Presbyterians, ic is taken out of 
their Hands; the Contempt and the 
Reproach of Fresbyteriam Perfecution is 
entirely taken away by this Law, the 
Drudgery is taken out of the Hands 
of the Presbytcrians, and the Reproach 
with it; ic mufi for ever hereafter lie on 
the Church of England — Itis mt- 
nifeft, the sia dard ced gave them Li- 
berty to ferve God bow they would, and 
pray for who they would; bat che 
Church of England: Authority now 
makes them liable to Punifhmest tog 
dc, and upona Church of England Law 
they are to be punith’d; fo that ic is 
Epifcops) Perfecusion now, it it isany 
Thing, an4 the Reproach of Perfecu- 
ting sheDiffewrers there,is remov'd from 
the Charch of Scotland fer ever, let 
them make much of th's Obfervation. 


Thus Meat is produc’d from this Eater ;

felves, and great ,Ruin to the Church of 
Scotkand from both thefes But ix vain is the 
Net fpread in the Sight of any Bird. The H:- 
retors, who are hereby depriv’d of their 
Votes in the Nominaticn of a Miniffer, are 
univerfally difgufted, and in many Places, 
the Patron being a Presbyterian, the Epi‘ 
copal Heretors are effe@tually prevented 
from the Mifchief and Vexation they al- 
ways gave tothe Church. Not but that 
ia other Places it may be juft contrary 5 
but in.every Place the Heretors will feel, 
and be fenfible of the Lofs of their former 
Brivileges.. 

Thus all together contribute-ta weaken 
that Intereft they were defign’d to efta- 
blifh; and as to the Commom Prayer Book, 


and the Methods us’d to bring it in there,’ 


Bverily believe, ic will do more to reconcile 
the Epifcopal People and the Eftablifh’d 
Church together, than any thing that ever 
that Party did before, nay the very reading 
the Evxglih Liturgy there, and a litde of 
the wife Management of the Perfons that 
Efpoute ir, will make more Presbyterians 
in Scosland,. than any Step that Party ever 
tcok before.

Now for Application, let-us bring all — 
this.

cover their Civil Taterefts, and in Time, | 
render. theis Body fo Numerous, fo Weal- 
thy, fo.Confiderable, as fhall make the — 
Contendicg Parties always ftrive who thalt 
get them on their Side, and make them too 
Formidable tobe Treated wich that Con- 
tempt which. they have met with for fome 
Years paft 5 and this.is the Application, or 
rather the Obfervation which: all the reft 
refers to,. and of which more in my next.
